Up e 
resent the only reward that the motorist 
had for freedom from accident has been a 
mere ten per cent. reduction of his annual 
premium, even though he continued to 
maintain a clean ‘record year after year. 

The new revision of scales will give a 
driver who has had no accident during a 
period of twelve months a rebate of ten. 
per cent., and if in the following year he 
can still show a clean sheet jn the matter 
of claims he will be allowed 15 per cent. 
rebate. If his careful driving continues 
for a third year in suecession he wi 
become entitled to a.20 per cent. bonus, 
and so long as he is ants’ to succeed in 
avoiding accidents he will be able to ask 
for the 20 per cent. reduction on his 
annual premiums. 

A very welcome additional feature of 
the new scale is that the higher no-claim, 
bonuses are to retrospective, which 
means that a policy-holder who already 
has twelve months to his credit without 
having become involved: in a claim will 
be entitled in his next premium-—if it fall 
for renewal after December 1st—to deduct 
15 per cent. If he has qualified. for the 
no-claim bonus for two years he will be 
able to deduct from his next premium 
the full 20 per cent. 

DESI AND MATERIAL OF 
BRAKE DRUMS. 

The material used and the design of 
brake drums has been a matter on which 
considerable thought has been expended 
by manufacturers for several years, and, 
so far, no satisfactory solution of the 
problem has been arrived at. At pre- 
sent the large majority of car makers 
use pressed steel brake drums, which 
is not considered the ideal material. De- 
signers and engineers agree; that cast iron 
is a far more suitable material for brake 
drums in that it wears and stands changes 
of temperature better than the ordinary 
cast steel drum. To have really useful 
and efficient cast iron drums they would 
need to be of a thickness which would add 
very considerably to their weight, and no 
designer desires to increase the weight of 
the chassis. 

Several attempts have been made to pro- 
duce composite brake drumg, some of 
which have a cast iron liner rivetted to 
a pressed steel drum, but these have not 
been a success. ‘This question of a com- 
posite brake drum was concentrated on by 
American manufacturers about a year 
ago, and the result has been that 
most Americen cars are now fitted 
with what is described as ‘‘ centrifuse’’ 
brake drums. These drums are made ‘by 
fusin, pressed steel and cast iron. The 
iron and the steel are welded together in 
this method of construction, which is said 
to have given better results than anv of 
the earlier experiments in which rivets 
were uted. Molten metal is poured into 
a steel ring and spread by centrifugal 
force a uniform thickness, which prevents 
any chance of the liner becoming de- 
tuched from the cast steel ring. 

So far no British manufacturer has 
announced that he has adopted this par- 
ticular type of brake drum, and now that 
such products have been largely used on: 
American cars-for the past twelve months, 
an authoritative statement on their 
apy moy ór otherwise would eine interest- 
ng reading. 

ENGINE REPAIRS AND 
INACCESSIBILITY. 

The proposal put forward on more than 
one occasion in these columns during the 
past couple of years that manufacturers 


users of their cars. 

stressed the need for co-operation 
wrt Bs the repair department of the 
factory and the designer, and pointed out 
how trouble could be often avoided if the 
designer and the repair man were brought 
together mote frequently, It will be 
realised how important it is for the 
average Car owner to get a car which when 
it requires repair or overhaul that these 
operations do not run into extravagant 
sums of money. Some cars do not cost 
very much to purchase, but when they 
require attention they are difficult to 
repair, because of the peculiaritits of their 
design, owing to which they become very 
dear cars in the end. No matter how 
reliable a car is some day it will have to 
undergo overhaul, cylinder grinding, 
decarbonising, and other necessary adjust- 
ments, and the cost of -these repair 
depends almost entirely on the general 
accessibility of the components and its 
parts. If a considerable part of the car or 
engine has to be dismantled in order to get 
at a particular part of the engine or gear 
box then the repair must necessarily be 
expensive, owing to the time spent in dis- 
mantling and replacing the parts. It is 
no unusual thing for an owner-driver to 
be told that a certain part of an engine 
needs to be replaced, the cost of which re- 
placement runs into in or about £1, but 
when he gets the bill to labour and time 
spent on getting at the part amounts to 
seven or eight times the amount of the 
part. 

Some progress has been made in this 
direction by manufacturers of a few of the 
popular-priced cars. They issue to their 
customers schedules of + repair charges 
which their agents have standardised. The 
result is that motorists know beforehand 
what it is going to cost to have their 
cylinders re-bored or their brakes re- 
lined. This is quite an excellent scheme, 
as it prevents a great deal of argument as 
to pcre when the bill is being settled. 
It would put the car-owner in a much 
better position to estimate the upkeep of 
his car, and the reduction of repair 
charges, whether standardised or not, 
would benefit not only car-owners, but 
makers, íor the lower the cost of running 
cars the more cars will be placed in 
service. 

AN INTERESTING LOG BOOK. 

The Motorine Log Book, published by 
Price’s, the makers of the oil used 
Rolls Royce, contains some very interesting 
hints and tips for motorists. An article 
on better driving is contributed by the 
famous British racing driver, 8. UL. H. 
Davis, while very complete information is 
given on diagnosing faults while the car is 
being driven. There is a tear-out page on 
which motorists can record all the non- 
standard fittings to their cars, so that in 
the event of the theft of the car the police 
can be given definite information to make 
the task of identification’ easier. In 
addition, there is incorporated 4 complete 
set of road ‘maps of ‘Great Britain in the 
book, the price of which is ós. 6d., but 
motorists who would like a free copy wil! 
be told how to get one. by their, motorine 
suppliers.

The charges against Beatrice Simmonds 
(23), of Egerton Arms, Salford, Nolan’s 
niece, who is accused of uttering forged re- 
ceipts, were heard. 

Dr. de Burgh Daly, Records Officer of Irish 
Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., was handed. two 
receipts which, he said, were not issued by 
the Trost. They were, he said, forgeries. 

Mr. Burne objected to the remark about 
forgery, and the Justice upheld the objection. 

Dr. Daly added that the counterfoils of the 
receipts which, he held, had never been re- 
ceived “by the Hospitals’ Trust; nor had 
money for the receipts been received. 

Detective Sergeant Metcalfe, of the Salford 
Police, in a deposition, stated that at the 
Egerton Arms he found postcards which had 
been posted at Dun Laoghaire. 

Captain A. J. Quirke, handwriting expert, 
in evidence, said that he considered that the 
posteards posted at Dun Laoghaire had been 
written by the same person who filled up 42 
receipts (produced). 

Simmonds was returned for trial to the 
Circuit Criminal Court, and allowed out on 
substantia] bail.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
Certain questions were determined respect- 


ing the estate of the late Rev. William

R. D'ARCY combines a wide and deep 
knowledge of theology with a firm 
grasp on the lines of modern p hioal 
and scientific speculation. A book from 
him demands careful study from those 
who are concerned that religion shall 
make its presence felt in regions

All who have read his previous writings 
will have recognised that the Archbishop 
has never retreated from his belief in the 
power and duty of religion to enfold and 
transcend the sciences; and to-day the 
attitude of many leading men of science 
to the order of the universe is providing a 
vindication of his faith.

Whatever aspect of the order of the 
universe occupies the Archbishop— 
physical, biological, psychical, moral or 
spiritual—he exhibits an intellectual 
grasp and an ability to illuminate with 
the flashlight of his acute perception the 
dim and difficult regions of thought. To 
these qualities he ‘adds a capacity to ex- 
press himself with clarity and ‘ncisiveness. 
Above all is the possession of a humble 
mind which confesses th-t, in discussing 
some branches of scientific learning, he 
dare not be too venturesome. He rests 
content with the belief that true specula- 
tion, in its search for the final truth of 
things, will never develop in a direction 
opposed to the fundamental and unifying 
truth that God is love, and that truth can 


find no level beyond that in its journey to 
the heights.

A ghost story in which the ghost is 
the least important character is something 
of an achievement, but Miss Ashton 
achieves it. Her story of Belinda Grove, 
situated at first in the fields outside Lon- 
don,‘ but later absorbed by the growing 
city, is of so much interest in itself. that 
the reader would hardly miss the ghost 
of the murdered sea captain if it were 
laid for ever. Miss Ashton’s novels have 
a quality that raises them far above the 
average level of new fiction. Beginning 
with the disreputable Lord Alciston and 
his card-sharping friends, she traces the 
history of every occupant of the house 
from the year 1815, in which it was built, 
to the time of its destruction by fire in 
1932. The frustrated and unhappy 
Deborah, the prophetess, will haunt the 
reader more surely than the kindly ghost, 
who lingers there because of a good turn 
which he had hoped, but was not given 
time, to do.

“ Silent Meadows,’’ a story of upper middle- 
class life in England during the 1860's, is re- 
miniscent in many ways of the novels of 
the still popular Mrs. Henry Wood, but the 
writing has the more analytical style of the 
present day. Many of the burning questions 
of the times are introduced—Puseyism, and 
the dubious laws that gave the husband 
control of his wife’s property. Misappropria- 
tion of funds, bigamy and manslaughter com- 
bine. to add to the toils that beset the 
dwarfed and, in many cases, embittered lives 
of the characters. Yet, despite these grim 
features, the ntory has absorbing interest, 
and throws a vivid light on the dreariness 
and limitation of the lives of many women of 
that period.

In the year 1887, “ The Mystery of a 
Hansom Cab,’’ one of the earliest myste 
stories, swept the readers of light fiction o 
their feet. Now, after the death of Fergus 
Hume, another of his crime stories has been 
published, and we read in the foreword that 
it will be enjoyed by everyone “ to whoin 
modernity is not essential,” Certainly, it 
lacks most of the thoroughly unpleasant 
details of the modern crime novel; it is 
frankly melodramatic, without probing too 
deeply into things that do not concern the 
casual onlooker. The well-deserved murder 
of John Deane, the bully, leads to a great 
deal of uncertainty; but an indiscreet diary 
solves the difficulty, and vindicates the re- 
porter and amateur detective, Molly Mourne.

Spacetime inn. By Lionel Britton, London:

Michasimas Eve. By T. 0. Murray, 
Alien and Unwin, 3/6 net. 

HE contrast between Mr, Murray and 

Mr. Britton could hardly be more 
striking. The former deals with the 
simple elemental passions of the soil in 
simple, and often tical, language. Mr. 
Britton concerns himself with the com- 

lexities of modern life, and his style is 

jerky and harsh. Mr. Britton is one of 
the newer school of playwrights, whose 
technique has been described, rather 
unfairly, as an effort to make their 
dramas as much like a nightmare as 
possible. He is experimenting along the 
lines of fantasy, and permits himself 
many audacities. In “ Spacetime Inn ”’ 
we make the acquaintance of Shakespeare, 
Dr, Johnson, Nipcletel Eve, the Queen 
of Sheba, Karl Marx, Queen Victoria, 
Bernard Shaw and two Cockneys who 
have just won the Irish sweepstake. In 
such exalted company the Cockneys are 
acutely miserable; they fail in cross- 
examination to ‘provide any satisfactory 
reason for their existence; they cannot 
understand the conversation ; and finally, 
suspecting those present of designs on 
their “ sweep’’ money, they decide on 
blowing up the inn, and the occupants 
along with it, 

The whole play is a rather obscure 
allegory on the ignorance and worthless- 
ness of the masses, and the peril that 
must come to civilisation when the masses 
take it into their heads to act. One 
imagines that the question is too 
theoretical and the style too knotty and 
argumentative for the play to be a dramatic 
success. Yet there is no doubt of Mr, 
Britton’s promise, and his virtuosity in 
dealing with his strange assortment of 
characters is really remarkable. 

Reading the first two acts of Tr. 
Murray’s latest play, or seeing them on 
the stage, one reflects that “ Michaelmas 
Eve ” is as good a drama as he has yet 
writtehi’ Hugh Kearns, the young farm 
labourer, is in love with the servant, Moll 
Garvey, a wild, passionate type of girl, 
with more than a suspicion of “ tinker’s 
blood ” in her veins. His mother sees and 
disapproves ; the Garveys in her opinion 
are “ bad,” and she has other ideas for 
her son. She sees him married to the 
mistress of the house, and by mere force of 
character succeeds in weaning Hugh from 
his love and accomplishing her design. 

The play moves strongly and easily to 
this point ; the characters (especially those 
of the three women) are drawn in a 
masterly way, and the situation which has 
arisen gives promise of a really dramatic 
ending. Moll’s fierce nature will evidently 
not allow things to remain as they are. 
The final act, however, is an anti- 
climax. Moll, indeed, tries to revenge 
herself on Hugh—by the melodramatic 
device of poisoning his tea—and, even 
when her courage fails her in this design, 
accuses him before his wife of making 
advances to her, Yet Hugh would make 
her swear to this on the Crucifix ; and she 
cannot do so, but confesses the truth and 
leaves them. 

Why? If Moll really was the girl whom 
Acts I. and II. would have us believe Ler 
to be, she could have had no such scruples, 
If the question of poisoning tea had arisen, 
she would have done it without hesitation, 
and would have sworn brazenly on the 
Crucifix to any lie that suited her. The 
ending of the play seems a denial both of 
its own apparent purpose and of her 
character.

Yet it must be confessed that criticism 
has a long road to tread before conjecture 
can become certainty. We feel, for 
example, that Mrs. Hudson, the landlady 
at Baker street, has not received the atten- 
tion which she deserves, and we have seen 
no authoritative work on the possibility, 
based upon his Christian name, that 
Holmes was of Irish descent.

ISSENSION has definitely broken out 
D in the ranks of the Unemployed Able- 
bodied Men's Association in Kilkenny, 
following the decision of the Local Govern- 
ment Department that no further grants for 
the relief of the unemployed in Kilkenny 
would be forthcoming until the work was 
carried out under the direct control and 
supervision of the Corporation engineering 
staff. 

This decision was made known to the Cor- 

ration by the Mayor (Councillor M. 

cSweeney) after an interview with the 
Minister for Local Government. The Cor- 
poration four or five weeks ago conceded al! 
the demands of the Unemployed Able-Bodied 
Men’s Association, who, by attendance at 
Corporation meetings and a number of light- 
ning strikes, enforced their claims, . which 
included the dismissal of an overseer and 
other employes and the right. of men on 
relief work to appoint their own ganger, a 
nosition to which they elected the chairman 
of their own association. 

The threatened withholding of further 
grants has created an interesting situation. 
Last night a meeting, convened by Mr. 
Patrick Fry, a former member of the Seo 
ployed Men's Association, was held in the 
City Hall, and was attended by over 300 
workers, including a number who were still 
“a to the Unemployed Men’s Association. 
~o latter remained at the back of the 
all. 

Mr. Fry said that the position at present 
was that even if there were work for them 
to do they would not be allowed to do it. 
He and his comrades were going to get over 
this difficulty by undertaking to work under 
whatever supervision the County Council or 
Corporation placed over them. 


‘* BEWARE OF COMMUNISTS.” 

At this declaration there was an outburst 
of cheering, countered by boohing from the 
back of the hall, and from that point the 
meeting was continually interrupted. ‘* We 
won't work under scabs,’’ shouted a voice 
at the back of the hall. 

Mr. Aiden O'Farrell. secretary of the Un- 
employed Able-Bodied Men’s Association, 
called out “ Come back here, Walsh’s men,” 
and immediately there was a division in the 
ranks, 

Offensive remarks were hurled at Mr. Frv 
whenever he attempted to speak, and an 
interrupter invited him ont to fight. 

Mr. Aiden Farrell then read a letter which 
he had received from the general secretary 
of the Unemployed Able-Bodied Men's Asso- 
ciation, Dublin, in which it was stated: “I 
want to issue a solemn warning to all 
branches and to inform them that there is 
a movement calling themselves the ‘ Nationa! 
Unemployed Movement.’ The leaders of this 
movement are all Communists and are doin 
their utmost to organise the chanelinied 
under their banner to adopt their revolu- 
tionary tactics. At present there are several 
foreigners here with them, financing them. 
You all know what would happen if another 
Government was in power with these parties. 
Let our branches and members beware of 
these people.” 

Mr. Fry—I am one of the foreigners, I 
suppose ” 

Mr. O’Farrell—You turned on our organi- 
sation. 

Mr. Joseph Bourke (to Mr. Fry)—You are 
worse than a foreigner. 


SPLIT IN THE RANKS. 

Mr. Fry said that the Government would 
give plenty of grants on condition that -the 
work would be done under the supervision 
of the officials of the local authorities, 

At this stage there was much confusion. 

One of the Unemployed Able-Bodied Men’s 
Association took off his coat, and, approach- 
ing Mr. Fry. challenged him to fight; hut 
Mr. Fry declined, saying: “We are not going 
to stand for Communism being shoved into 
this organisation. ' 

At a later stage Mr. Fry threafened to 
request the Civic Guards to clear the hall 
if order was not restored. 

When Mr. Fry asked whether there were 
any other men willing to join them the mem- 
bers of the Unemployed Able-Bodied Men’s 
Association grouped themselves together at 
the back of the hall, but it was apparent 
that they were out-numbered by the others. 

‘Tt is fairly obvious on which side the 
largest crowd is,” said Mr. Fry. 

About 250 men signed on as willing to 
work under the conditions laid down by the 
Local Government Department with reference 
to relief grants. 

Mr. Fry said that he would communicate 
this decision to the Corporation officials on 
the following day, and he. prophesied that 
work would start within a week. 


A number of the Unemployed Able-Bodied 
Men’s Association, accompanied by some 
women, with children in their arms, attended 
a meeting of the Kilkenny Board of Health 


this week. 


A CIVIC GUARD ESCORT. 

There was a heated controversy between 
them and members and officials of the Board.

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Army Officer Fined at 
Drogheda.

Captain Cornelius Howden Daniel 
O'Callaghan, an officer in the British Army, 
with an address at Abbeywood, Somerset, 
and another at Hatherton, Richmond avenue, 
Milltown, Connty Dublin, was prosecuted at 
Drogheda District Court on a charge of reck- 
less driving of a motor car at Killineer, 
Drogheda.

“If the Great War had nótoccupred, the 
present economic ~ “would have 
earlier,’ sor J. Busteed, 
M.Comm., F.8:8., said the course of a 
lecture entitled “Can Economic Science Guide 
us to Social. Justice?" which he delivered 
yesterday oon in the Members’. of 
we Royal Dublin Society’s premises, Balls- 
ridge. 

‘There is too much futile optimism and 
satisfied ignorauce in the world at the 
moment,’’ he said. The existing system of 
currency had been subjected to continuous 
attack by men like Lord Melchett, Sir Basil 
Blackett and Sir Reginald M‘Kenna, and, 
no doubt, further keen, though unjustified, 
attacks were foreshadowed in the future. He 
would su that the problem was not one 
of any mere incidentals of economic technique, 
but of the whole fundamental attitude 
towards life. 

The old guild system had given way before 
an increasing desire for individualism—a re- 
volt against pent | whieh gradually mani- 
fested itself throughout Europe from the 
Middle Ages onward. The struggle gradually 
became one between two schools of philosophy 
—the rational and the spiritual. pare was 
right when he said that Rationalism leads 
logically to Communism. Atheism was in- 
complete without Communism. Without a 
shade of donbt, the morals of modern 
capitalism were material, or rationalistic, 
morals. Modern civilisation was: getting 
away from what Lord Meichett in his revent 
book had bluntly called “the ravages of 
religion.” “ Modern capitalism,’’ commented 
Professor Busteed, “is definitely more ir- 
religious than the capital system of the 
nineteenth century.” 

“Can the present system of capitalism be 
bolstered up”” he asked. ‘‘ Lenin declared 
that it could, by the expedient of vesting all 
ownership in the State. Revelation:sts—that 
is, believers in revealed religioun—say that it 
is impossible, unless a Christian moral 
basis be restored. This last view is no mere 
platitude. I suggest that it is the reality.” 
Continuing, he said that what was being 
hinted at. by intellectuals everywhere was 


“Tricking about with currency notes, 
t-ri<:, and such like, is merely superficiality 
on the part of those who are not willing 
to go deeper.” 

In a million years, the British Empire and 
the Irish Republic would not be even a 
memory. This would, surely, seem to prove 
that the State was an ephemeral thing, and 
existed only for the convenience of the 
individual. Stability at the present time was 
more important than progress, if progress, 
as it could be seen to-day in Germany and 
the United States, meant the throwing on the 
scrap heap of a whole section of the popula- 
tion. An international economic system, if 
such could be devised, would only be a 
working proposition if an international legal 
power were there for its enforcing. In the 
absence of such a system, the Christian ideal 
seemed to be the best expedient. The ideal 
of the corporative or organic State had recently 
been suggesied by Pope Pius XI., the leading 
Christian commentator. 

Two systems existed to-day for the exami- 
nation of the intellectual spectator which 
were foreign to the capital system of the 
last. century. Fascism in Italy was tempered 
to some tains bY Signor Mussolini's pro- 
claimed dectrine of State absolutism. Com- 
munism, or, as it should be correctly called, 
Stateism, as practised in Russia, meant intel- 
lectual subjugation, and the abolition’ oí al! 
liberty of thought. 

We. will. have to see it shown, he con- 
cluded, and I myself have never scen it 
proved, that rationalism has any outcome 
other than Communism.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS’

It meant that there would 
be seven experts there who would be able 
to go out to Abyssinia and other slave 
countries and advise the rulers what the 
League required. 

Mrs. Downer spoke of the varioussocial ques- 
tions that were dealt with at the th'rteenth 
Assembly of the League of Nations, and 
said that the League was fighting against 
everything that dragged down humanity,

It was sung ‘at the 
Relief of Lucknow; it was sung in the 
trenches during the Great’ War, and in 
1919 it was sung in Cologne at the march 
past during the Review. 

Other Peels there have been in history, 
but it is honest John of fox-hunting fame 
While 
the celebrated ‘‘ John ” has often been 
portrayed as the hunting squire of his 
day, he was just a type of the Georgian 
era in Cumberland, who rode hard, worked 
hard, and—low be it snoken—drank hard, 
too. In his dav, hounds were a necessitv ; 
for the sheep-folds of Skiddaw had to be 
protected from the murderous attacks of 
the fox. John was the son of a horse- 
dealer, and a very good sort, too, who Jet 
his customers have a trial of his horses. 
and, if they did not like them. thev eot 
their money back. Born in 1777 at Cald- 
beck, John worked on his father’s farm, 
and led the hardy life of all Fell farmers. 
out in all weathers, breaking and school- 
ing horses from morning till night. When 
about twenty he fell in love with a 
farmer’s dauchter called Mary White, 
and, though she was only eighteen, John 
carried her off to Gretna Green on one of 
his father’s fastest horses, and married 
her in spite of her parents. 


A Great Hunter. 


Shortly after his marriage Peel took 
to hunting in earnest, and, while his 
farming suffered, his wild “ Tally-ho”’ 
meant death to the foxes of Cumberland. 
He kept a pack of hounds of his own.

tweed, and rode his fast Cumberland nag 
on a short stirrup. In 1829 he was

“ Streamline” Railways. 


Experiments now in progress on a large 
and exhaustive scale, it appears, may lead 
to something like a metamorphosis in the 
appearances of railway locomotives and 
carriages. Taking the hint from motor 
manufacturers, who design their vehicles 
to present the least ible resistance to 
the wind, leading British railway engi- 
neers believe that similar expedients may 
effect considerable savings in their coal 
bills, and also permit of higher speeds. 
A railway expert, with whom I discussed 
the matter the other day, pictured the 
future locomotive of the ‘‘ Flying Scots- 
man” as an enlarged torpedo, its coaches 
resembling eggs on wheels. On the prac- 
tical side of the problem he told me that 
the side-pressure of heavy winds on ex- 
press trains, by pressing the wheel 
flanges on the windward side against 
the rail, meant considerable increases in 
coal consumption. The possibilities of 
the new departyre are, no doubt, interest- 


ing; but one wonders where the money 
is to come from for the application of 
such expedients, should they prove suc- 
cessful, to our Irish railways. 


Coal Fires. 


‘‘There is not one in five hundred who 
knows how to manage a _ coal fire 
properly,’’ wrote an Irishman many years 
ago, ‘‘ not even if he buys the coal him- 
self.’’ He then goes on to describe the 
mistakes made by the four hundred and 
ninety-nine ; but, alas, he does not suggest 
any alternative method. ‘‘ When the 
coals are about. half burnt,’’ he continues, 
““a great fellow cotnes with a poker and 
stirs them up, clearing away the ashes 
from the bars. The fire then burns 
clearly, and, if left to itself, would be 
sufficiently strong for any purpose. But, 
no! No sooner has the poker done its 
work than the coal shovel must begin to 
undo it by heaping on a fresh layer of 
coals. By the time this second feed 
begins to burn clear, the poker and the 
shovel go the same unvaried round, and 
it is no exaggeration to say that one half 
of the coals used in this way are mere 
waste and useless smoke.’’ I wish I could

THE SCHOLARSHIPS. 


The Free State Department oí Education 
has issued the regulations for the next 
examination for entrance to the Preparatory 
Colleges, which will be held in April, 19353, 
during the week following Easter Sunday. 

The special facilities for candidates from 
intensely Irish-speaking districts provided in 
connection with this year’s examination will 
be continued. The upper age limit for these 
candidates will be extended to 16; years. «+s 
against 154 for other candidates.

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CAPITAL AND LABOUR. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—When considering the economic laws 
that should be enacted in a country, we 
ought to think of the object at which we are 
aiming. There are two distinct aims that we 
might have, First, we might aim at accumu- 
lating the greatest possible amount of wealth 
in a country, regardless to whom it might 
belong. In the second place; we might aim 
at trying to enable the largest eta 2 popu- 
lation to obtain a living of decent comfort 
in our country. The first aim was that of 
the capitalist system, which was wonderfully 
successful all over the world for many years, 
as far as its aim was concerned, until it has 
suddenly collapsed in a sensational manner, 
leaving a large amount of goods in the hands 
of a few who had no use for them, and 
could find no one to purchase them; but, at 
the same time, leaving a very large number 
of unemployed, who bá to be kept alive 
by the State in idleness. This is so unsatis- 
factory that it might be well to try the 
second aim, and make laws that would en- 
courage the spread of property in the hands 
of the many. Our present Government has 
taken the first step by passing tariff laws, 
which will enable the unemployed to obtain 
the offer of employment in manufacturing the 
goods which we shall require as soon as our 
present stocks of goods are exhausted. Even 
if Mr. Cosgrave succeeds in his endeavour to 
regain power, he will scarcely be able to go 
back to the old system of obtaining all our 
manufactured goods from England. 
The difficulty in the future will be disputes 
between capital and labour. This difficulty 
was at its height in Italy in 1921. In that 
year there were over a thousand strikes, over 
seven hundred thousand strikers, and over 
eight million of lost working days. Mussolini 


faced this economic chaos, and now there are ' 


no strikes or labour disputes to speak of. 

Sir Charles Petrie writes in his account of 
Mussolini :—*‘ The old order, in effect, had 
completely broken down; for, if capitalism 
had been responsible for the dissatisfaction 
of the workers, socialism had proved itself 
quite incapable of providing any remedy that 
was not considerably worse than the disease. 

i During the first years oí the new 
régime various schemes were considered, 
including one for the creation of unions that 
should comprise both employers and em- 
ployed; but they were all abandoned, and 
the relations between capital and labour in

THE TARIFFS ON GRAIN STUFFS. 
TO THK EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sim,—To-day I received a notice from the 

Ministry of Industry and Commerce stating 

that the quota of flour which I am allowed 

to import from Northern Ireland or Crreat 

Britain for the periods November, 1952, to 

March, 1933, has been cancelled. The quota 

represented a fifth of my importatior? before 

this regulation came into force. This is a 

matiter of interest, considering the position 

as from the 15th inst. between Great Britain 
and the Free State Government. | 

I have been in the grain-importing trade 
for the past twenty-two years, but the 
Government policy has caused clmost cessa- 
tion to t..c ai The man in the street scarcely 
realises what it means to L's pocket. ‘The 
price of Irish wheat today is 2s. to 2ls., 
and foreign wheat figures at 143. 6d. to 
15s. 6d. The Irish mills are compelled to 
use a certain quantity of Irish veat, which, 
when the moisture is extracted, costs the 
miller 25s. to 26s. a barrel. The public pay 
the difference between the price of the 
foreign wheat and the price of inferior Irish 
wheat. Canadian flour can be imported to- 
~ at 24s. against Irish flour at 28s. 6d. 

ot everyone knows t'at split lentils and 
split peas, being dried vegetables, are taxed 
at the rate of is. a lb. Neither is it within 
their knowledge that flour, being taxed to 
the extent of £2 a ton, also affects semolina. 
macaroni and a multitude of other articles, 
the product of wheat. Oatmeal being taxed 
at £10 a ton means that local oatmeal is 
valued at £19, and the imported article 
would figure at £12 10s. if allowed in tax 
free. could continue in this strain by 
referring to feeding stuffs for cattle, such as 
brans, pollards, oats, barley, etc., on all of 
which the unfortunate farmer must pay from 
£2 to £5 a ton more than he would if allowed 
to use the imported article. 

Meantime the Free State flour and grain 
importer has made drastic cuts in his 
expenses, dismissed most of his staff, and in 
some cases sought smaller offices; and, if 
he has energy enough, continues engaging in 
other lines of business already overburdened 
by competition. These tariffs on grain stuffs 
have not been of benefit to the Irish farmer. 
Oats, for instance, opened in this market at 
15s. a barrel. They are now selling at 
lls. 6d. Two months ago Irish wheat 
fetched 24s. ; to-day’s price is 20s. for milling 
quality. Feeding barley is steady, and made 
only so by the hope that the Irish miller will 
receive orders ior Indian meal barley mixture, 
but such hopes do not materialise. Like 
other old and established trades in the Free 
State, the Dublin flour and grain importers 
are suffering. For reasons I need not go into, 
it is difficult to trade in home flour and 

ain; and the Government, altuough they 

ave supported many other interests, have 
not attempted to organise a system in the 
home trade whereby the merchants in such 
trade can obtain a livelihood.—Yours, etc.,

Srr,—Thousands of civil bills are at present 
being sent out by the Land Commission, on 
the instructions of the Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, in respect of the annuity payments 
due last May and June, and I understand 
that a total of 80,000 will have been issued 
before many days have passed. In the vast 
majority of cases the cause of ca Seg 
is inability to pay. It is no use blinking the 
fact that farmers, whose credit used to be 
good enough to enable them to borrow, are 
now in a state of insolvency, and it might 
almost be said that, the better a man’s 
credit standing used to be, the more in- 
solvent he now is. 

I wish to recommend that in every case 
the unfortunate victims of the Government's 
policy should at once write to the Land Coin- 
mission, giving the facts of their individual 
financial position. We are advised, as I! 
have frequently stated, that there is no legal 
defence to the Land Commission’s claim, but 
there is a limit, not only to the degree of 
injustice of which a Government dare be 
guilty, but also to the financial utility of 
plunging insolvent men deeper into in- 
solvency.— Yours, etc.,

22nd inst., and, as it will be the first 
session to be held in the new Parliament 
House at Stormont, the opening will be 
accompanied by full State ceremonial. 
The new session will deal principally 
with the financial business of the 
year; but the greater portion of this, 
such as the estimates and the Budget. 
will not come before the House until the 
spring. The immediate business for the 
Parliament will be the consideration of 
four bills, one of which will be a bill 
embodying regulations for the Stormont 
property, which has been handed over to 
the Northern Government by the British 
Government. The other measures are of 
a minor character, and’ will include a 
bill dealing with preferential payments 
in bankruptcy matters, dangerous drugs, 
and a bill dealing with the importation 
of destructive animals, such as silver 
foxes, etc. There will also be some 
supplementary estimates. The Govern- 
ment apparently has resisted any tempta- 
tions to open the new session with major 
legislation of a spectacular character, but 
will immediately enter upon routine work. 
The House will adjourn for the Christmas 
recess early in December. 


OFFICIAL OPTIMISM. 


In the Ulster Year Book for 1932, issued 
by the authority of the Northern Minister 
of Finance, it is interesting to record 
that there is a note of official optimism 
in regard to the trade of the province, 
notwithstanding. the depression in the 
shipbuilding, linen and other industries. 
“The linen industry,” it states, “ has 
within recent months shown signs of defi- 
finite recovery; several mills have re- 
opened, and the unemployment rate in 
the industry has fallen.’’

In the Land Commission they had a staff 
that had been specially trained in the ad- 
ministration of relief schemes, and he was 
satished that if a substantial part of the 
money were placed under the control of that 
staff the results would,be satisfactory. 

There was an urgent necessity for sewerage 
schemes, and he stiggested that a substantial 
portion of this grant should be devoted to 
Sewerage and waterworks schemes in the 
smaller towns; for the sewerage systems in 
some towns were a positive danger to health. 
Special consideration, he asserted, should be 
given to towns like Sligo, which had suffered 
severely from the depression in shipping and 
other industries. ! 

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said that 
a great deal of the present unemployment 
was the consejuence of the sluggishness of 
local authorities in putting the powers given 
them into operation, such as the initiation 
of comprehensive housing schemes in their 
respective areas. In that way they would 
have given employment. to a number of 
people, and relieved distress and destitution. 
He suggested that ressure should be 
brought to bear on Gat authorities to carry 
out schemes that were already approved of. 
No scheme of work could fail in such a way 
a4 to make it as bad as leaving people idle. 
Sewerage schemes were badly needed, and 
the provision of waterworks for towns and 
villages was an absolute necessity fer the 
health of the people. He knew of a village, 
the water supply of which was a stream 
that ran through fields in which cows were 
grazing and contaminated the water which 
they were compelled to use. 


GRAVEYARDS, 


Another subject of employment was 
graveyards through the country, and much 
employment might be given if local 
authorities were forced to put the resting- 
places of the dead in decent condition. Then 
greatly needed improve- 
ments, so that the bog owners could use 
their turf. In his constituency people living 
among the bogs were for the first time com- 
pelled to buy coal; they could not cut the 
turf, because of its wetness for want of 
drainage. The introduction of a mechanical 
stone-bréaker and the use of a heavy motor 
lorry for haulage in that district, he sug- 
gested should be changed so that hand 
labour might be substituted for the machine, 
and that the small farmers’ cart might be 
employed in the place of the motor lorry. 


CASE OF SAILORS. 
Mr. E. O'NEILL (C. na nG., East Cork) 
said that in the administering of relief grants 


at the present time it should be recognised 


that the necessity for relief was more acute 
in the towns than in the rural areas. He 
hoped that in the schemes of relief the 
Minister would take cognisance of that par- 
ticular fact. He wished also to draw the 
attention of the Minister to the case of Irish 
sailors, who found themselves out of employ- 
ment in ever-increasing numbers, owing to 
the general decline in sea-borne trade, through 
the “‘ Boycott British ships’’ policy that the 
present Government had advocated and the 
economic war. : Such men,

TARIFFS AGAIN. 
Mr. COBURN (Independent, Louth) said 


that one of the reasons that houses were not 
being erected with expedition was owing to 
the fact that tariffs had been imposed on 
building materials, which had considerably 
increased in cost, There were certain build- 
ing materials which could be imported into 
the Free State from Northern Ireland, and 
on which a tariff of 331-3 per cent. was 
being paid, yet which could be sold at any- 
thing oil to 20 per cent. less than they 
could be procured in the Saorstat, making 
a total difference in certain building materials 
of an amount averaging from 60 to 70 per 
cent. That was one of the chief difficulties, 
in addition to many others, that confronted 
Councils and other bodies entrusted with the 
building of labourers’ cottages. 


MUSSELS. 


Continuing, he said that the mussel industry 
gave a great deal of employment to a certain 
number of people in Dundalk, but imports 
into England had been prevented, owing, 
it was alleged, to contamination by sewage. 
He suggested that. purification tanks should 
be erected out of portion of this vote. He 
also suggested that portion of the vote should 
be devoted to coast erosion schemes, especially 
in the vicinity of the coast of the port of 
Greenore, which had been adversely affected 
by the present dispute with Great Britain. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) suggested 
that where grants were being used for road- 
making in cities, like Waterford, the work 
should be done by the Corporation in co- 
operation with the gas companies, so that 
the condition of the pipes underground could 
be investigated. This would prevent leakages 
of gas occurring after the road had been 
relaid, and reduce the expenditure of the 
gas companies. 

Professor O’SULLIVAN (C. nanG., Kerry) 
asked the Minister to pay special attention 
to the needs of County Kerry, which bad 
beon severely hit by the present depression. 
The actual amount of money circulated 
through the tourist traffic had been consider- 


ably diminished. 


SURPRISE VISITS. 


Mr. DAVIN said that there had been a 
generous offer by the Government to provide 
large sums of money for the relief of unem- 
ployment, but it would not be effective with- 
out the establishment of the necessary head- 
quarters and local machimery. It was no 
use telling the people the money was there 
unless there was an efficient headquarters to 
get the work started as quickly as cee 
on a national scale. He suggested that the 
Minister should get a highly qualified en- 
gineer, whose duty it would be to pay sur- 
wise visits where these local works were 
bales carried on, and to satisfy himself that 
there was a good return for the public money 
expended, and that as many as possible were 
employed. 


LORD MAYOR'S WARNING. 
Alderman A. BYRNE (Ind., Dublin, N.) 


said that he wished to issue a warning to 
the unemployed from other counties not, to 
come to the City of Dublin in the hope of finding 
work on some of these. relief schemes. 
Relief from the Dublin rates within the next 
week or two would, weg come & reach £5,000 
a week. For the present week it was £4,700, 
Those who encouraged pecple to leave their 
own districts te come to Dublin were neither 
fair to the unemployed of Dublin nor to the 
ratepayers of Dublin. .

EXPERIMENTAL MEDICINE 


UNIVERSITY COLLEGE 
LECTURE. 


In his Presidential address at the inaugural 
meeting of the University College, Dublin, 
Medical Society, held at Earlsfort terrace last 
night, Di. T. W. T. Dillon dealt with '“ Ex- 
perimental Medicine.”’ 

Medical: schools, he said, might be divided 
historically into two types: the hospital and 
the university, The first type, which was pre- 
dominant throughout the nineteenth century 
in England, Ireland and America, the point 
of view was mainly pathological, and the in- 
terest centred on problems of morbid anatomy. 
In the second, physiology made a large cir- 
culation, and the fonctions! aspect of disease 
was more intensively studied. With the rapid 
development of bacteriology there developed 
an antagonism between the laboratory and 
the clinician. This was attributable to the 
gradual divergence of the public health and 
clinical points of view. 

At the same timo the growth of experi- 
mental medicine in France, Germany and 
America brought physiology once more into 
contact with the clinic, and led to the intro- 
duction of physiological methods into the hos- 
pital wards. The experimentalist was the con- 


necting link between the laboratory and the 


ward. He must, however, find in the ward 
the conditions which made his work possible. 
Strict dietary control was of fundamental im- 
portance. Laboratory equipment must be ade- 
quate and technical assistance was useful. The 
future of medicine was along experimental 
ines,

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Problems. of Relief. 


The Free State’s bill of costs continues 
to mount. In the Ddil yesterday the 
Minister for Finance moved a supplemen- 
tary .estimate of £350,000 for relief 
schemes; This sum, as he explained, 
forms the balance of £500,000 which was 
voted last June. Already £150,000 of the 
half-million has been allocated to the 
various departments which administer 
relief works, and a considerable portion 
of it has been spent. Of the new vote of 
£350,000 nearly all has been ear-marked 
for one purpose or another, and, presum- 
ably, will find its way to the beneficiaries’ 
pockets in a very short time. These sums, 
however, are by no means the Govern. 
ment's only provision for the growing 
army of the unemployed. Mr. MacEntee’s 
Budget recommended the borrowing of a 
sum of £1,000,000, on the authority of the 
Road Fund, for road works and general 
relief during the winter. Of that money 
£600,000 already has been allocated, and 
£400,000 has been issued. The £600,000, 
added to the new vote of £350,000—which, 
however, has not yet been sanctioned by 
the Ddil—and anything that remains of 
the earlier vote of £150,000, brings the 
Government 's resources for the relief of 
unemployment during the winter up to a 
million pounds. Large as the sum is, Mr. 
MacEntee hints that it will not be large 
enough. We have his assurance that, if 
it fails to meet the needs of unemploy- 
ment, the Ddil will be asked to vote 
sufficient funds to enable the Government 
o ‘* fulfil its election pledges.’’ 

We must accept the fact that relief on 
this formidable scale is necessary. As a 
result of President de Valera’s economic 
war the farms are idle; the thousands of 
men who worked on the quays of Dublin 
and in the distributing agencies are sitting 
on the bollards or leaning against the 
lamp-standards, The ordinary unemploy- 
ment insurance fund cannot keep these 
men from and the State 
must find work or maintenance if they 
and their families are to survive. For 
the State, of course, it is necessary to 
read the taxpayers. Mr. de Valera's 
policy already has imposed an unpre- 
cedented burden on their shoulders, and 
now they must dig in their flaccid pockets 
to relieve their even less fortunate fellows 
who have been cast out of work by the 
economic war. It is only a question of 
time until all parties realise that the Free 
State’s present economy is not an economy 
at all, but a vicious process whereby all 
citizens must suffer in order that the 
State may be ruined. Meanwhile, 
nothing can be done; we must be content 
to hope that the huge sums which i e 
Government is preparing to expend will 


starvation ; 


be devoted to useful purposes, If Mr. 


de Valera and his ministerial appendages 
spend them only on works which will be 


useful in a hypothetical condition of 


society, they will be so much good money 
wasted. 

One point in yesterday's debate on the 
estimate demands more than passing 
attention. The Lord Mayor of Dublin 
warned the unemployed of the rural dis- 
tricts not to fleck to Dublin in the hope 
that they would find work there. For two 
years past the population of Dublin has 
been swelled by immigrants from other 
counties, and the city’s breaking-point

rated cities in these islands, and 
there is little doubt that the rates 
will show a startling increase at the 
next time of revision. It is out- 
rageous that the people of Dublin 
should suffer in both capacities for the 
folly of the Government. Mr. de Valera 
has contrived in a few months to convert 
wealth into a mere competence, a com- 
petence into something that comes very 
near to penury, The revolt against his 
spendthrift and profitless administration, 
however, will come not from the classes 
whom he has treated so hardly—though 
their temper is rising—but from the poor 
whose whole livelihood he has taken away. 
Sooner or later unemployment must sur- 
pass all bounds; the flow of money on 
which Mr. de Valera relies to keep the 
unemployed quiet will come to an end, and 
the classes now barely enabled to live on 
relief work will realise how they have 
been deceived. 


The German Stalemate. 


Baron von Papen’s resignation from the 
German Chancellorship marks the collapse 
—at any rate, for the time being—of 
dictatorial methods in the Reich. What 
will happen in Germany now? Yesterday 
President von Hindenburg had interviews 
with the leaders of the German 
Nationalist, the Centre and the People’s 
Parties. To-day he will receive Herr 
Hitler, who desires to see the President 
alone, uninterrupted even by the presence 
of a secretary. He is anxious to form a 
‘Cabinet of Concentration,’’ which will 
command the support of all the major 
parties, and his success or failure will 
depend entirely on the attitude adopted 
by Herr Hitler. Once again this wayward 
personality is being thrust forward as 
Germany's man of destiny. He lost 
much ground at the last general elec- 
tion; but his party still is by far the 
largest in the Reichstag. Last July, 
when his party leapt into parliamentary 
prominence, Herr Hitler was offered the 
portfolio of Vice-Chancellor in the 
Government of the Reich. He refused to 
accept it on the ground that his position 
as head of the biggest party entitled him 
to the Chancellorship. It was agreed 
generally on that occasion that he made a 
mistake; but he stuck to his guns, and, 
although the Nazi Party is maintaining 
complete silence on the subject, unofficial 
statements suggest that he will demand the 
Chancellorship again to-day, President von 
Hindenburg detests Herr Hitler. He will 
do everything in his power to keep the 
reins of government out of the hands of 
a man whom he recognises as a political 
upstart; but the attitude of the parties 
places him in a position of much difficulty. 
Dr. Krass, of the Centre, refuses 
absolutely to have anything to do with 
Baron von Papen. The Socialists and 
Communists will with Herr 
Gessler, who, as former Minister for De- 
fence, was regarded as a likely candidate 
for the Chancellotship;. and the Nazis 
will work with nobody but their own 
leader. In these circumstances the 
formation of a Cabinet that will be able 
to work with the Reichstag seems to be 
an almost impossible task. Even if the 
President: should nominate Herr Hitler, 
the parties of the Left would do their 
to defeat him, and another 
general, election probably would be 
precipitated in a few months. In their 
efforts to set their house in order, 
to produce stable government out of the 
conflicting elements of party politics, the 
German people will have the sympathy 
and the good wishes of all the nations.

The two men who escaped from Dartmoor 
Prison, on Wednesday afternoon, are still 
at large. Already they have created cne 
““ record,” since, for the first time in the 
history of such escapes, they left no traces 
during the first twenty-four hours. 
Usually an escaped convict’s first thought 
is to get rid of his prison uniform, and 
the burglary of some isolated house gives 
an early clue to his movements. In this 
case the police had begun to assume that 
the two men had been picked up by :.ccoi.)- 
plices in a motor car; but Thursday end 
yesterday brought news of their presence 
on the moor. A wayfarer saw them near 
Chagford on Thursday night, and some 
hours afterwards they seem to have stolen 
food and coats from a railway station. 
Their chances of complete escape are 
exceedingly small; for the warders 
and police have an expert skill in 
such matters. They know every by- 
path of. the moor, and within a 
few minutes of an escape the roads to 
Plymouth and all other neighbouring 
towns are sealed. The two authors of this 
desperate bid for liberty were umdergoing 
long terms of penal servitude ; prima facie 
they are dangerous and unworthy persons. 
Nevertheless, a deep instinct of humanity 
sides with the hunted; and the plight of 
these refugees from justice may stir some 
measure of sympathy in _ respectable 
bosoms. Anybody who has visited Dart- 
moor—even in the height of summer—can 
imaginé its dreadful and bewildering 
aspect under the gloom of November fogs. 
The warmly-clad officers who searched the 
moor on Wednesday night were chilled by 
the east wind, blowing at gale force ; for 
the two wretches, in their prison garb, 
haunted by fear of capture, the night must 
have been: a purgatory. They heard, 
perhaps, the baying of the bloodhounds 
which pursued them—an added horror, 
though, contrary to the teachings of 
fiction, bloodhounds are mild creatures, 
which tear nobody limb from limb. Yet 
human nature is a queer thing, and it may 
be that, if, and when, the two convicts are 
brought back to their comparatively com- 
fortable cells at Dartmoor, they will refuse 
to regret their days of tortured freedom.

MBS. AMY MOLLISON completed her 
solo flight from London to the Cape 
at 1.30 (G.M.T.) to-day, having beaten 
her husband’s “ reeord ” of 4 days 17 
hours 22 minutes by ten and a half hours. 

An approximate comparison of the dis- 
tances flown each day by Mr. Mollison 
and his wife are :—

The moment Mrs. Mollison was recog- 
nised it was impossrble for the police, de- 
spite reinforcements, to restrain the 
crowd of two thousand, which broke 
through barbed-wire fences and gates, and 
swarmed round the 'pláne. 


MOMENTARY COLLAPSE. 


When a telephone call to her husband 
in London was over she collapsed from 
fatigue, and buried her head in her arms. 

“All I want now is sleep, because I 
have had only five hours’ sleep during the 
whole trip,” she explained to Reuter’s 
correspondent.  “ At three different 
periods I had two hours’, two hours’ and 
one hour’s.”’ 

Mrs. Mollison explained that she had 
suffered two delays. One was at Gao, after 
crossing the Sahara Desert. Insufficient 
petrol was put into the tanks there, and 
she only noticed that her petrol supply 
was running low when two hours out of 
Gao, and she had to turn back and re- 
fuel. The second trouble was more 
serious—a faulty oil filter at Benguella. 

‘‘ It was the hardest job to mend it,” 
she said. “ There were no tools, and I had 
to improvise them. 1 thought that I 
should have to give up the flight, but I 
was able to rectify the fault, and carried 
on. : 

“I was glad to get out of the rain belt. 
The section between Duala and Benguella 
was absolutely. terrible. It was the worst 
on the whole trip, and I was happy to 
reach more settled weather farther south.”’ 


GIFT OF £1,000. 


The last lap of Mrs. Mollison’s flight 
started at 12.50 a.m. (G.M.T.) from 
Mossamedes (Portuguese West Africa), 
and flying through the night Mrs. Molli- 
son was sighted over Walvis Bay just 
after 8 a.m., and continued non-stop to 
Cape Town. 

Lord Londonderry, Secretary of State 
for Air, sent Mrs. Mollison the following 
telegram of congratulation :—'' On behali 
of the Air Council, I congratulate you 
most warmly on the successful completion 
of your magnificent flight.”’ 

Among those who called on Mr. Molli- 
son, to offer through him congratulations 
to his wife, was Mr. Arthur E. White- 
law, an. Australian, who intimated that 
he is presenting a cheque for £1,000 to 
Mrs. Mollison in recognition of her flight.

ESCAPED DARTMOIR 
CONVICTS. 


FUGITIVES BURGLE A 
RAILWAY STATION. 
Yesterday, for the first time since their 


audacious escape from Dartmoor Prison on 
Wednesday, there was a definite clue to 


ithe whereabouts on the Moor of the two 


convicts, John Gasken, the Birmingham 
electrician, and Frederick Amey, the 
“ tattooed man.” They had broken into 
Horrabridge Railway Station, on the 
Plymouth-Tavistock line, and had stolen 
four porters’ overcoats and some cartons 
of chocolate. Horrabridge is twenty miles 
from the prison and in thickly-wooded 
country. 

Gasken, who attempted to escape from 
the prison before, is varying his tactics 
and route, and, presumably acting as 
guide, is trying to get to Plymouth ria 
the River Tamar and St. Brideaux. 

Bloodhounds moving at great speed 
from Horrabridge went in the direction of 
the river. The scent was good, because 
the presence of the convicts in the station 
was proved by the marks of the. broad 
arrow on the boot-marks. After going five 
miles the hounds stopped at a footprint 
in the hedge and then could go no further, 
although they worked in circles. 

Near this point are cross-roads, and it 
was obvious that the convicts: were follow- 
ing the direction given by the river. 
Plymouth is only five miles away, and the 
hounds were withdrawn at dusk and the 
river-side atrols strengthened. In 
addition to the chocolates the convicts had 
a shilling’s worth of coppers in their 
possession, taken from the Horrabridge 
Station automatic machine. 

A cérdon of police was stationed last 
night around an area in which the convicts 
are believed to be hiding—an area the 
centre of which is Crown Hill, and which 
is bounded by Plymouth, the River 
Tamar, the moorland village of Buckland 
Monachorum, and the main Plymouth- 
Tavistock road. 

Patrols on the Plymouth side of the 
area were strengthened, as it was thought 
possible that the fugitives might try to 
break through under cover of darkness, 
and thirty police constables were con- 
centrated at Crown Hill to be in readiness 
at a moment’s notice for any place at 
which an alarm might be given. 

One such alarm came shortly before 
midnight, when a woman living at Gunnis- 
lake, a small town on the Cornish side of 
the River Tamar, complained that while 
walking home she had been accosted by 
two men who had commanded her to put 
out the flashlight she was carrying, and 
had then asked her if there were any 
policemen in the neighbourhood. 

The men had apparently crossed the 
bridge which separates Devon and Corn- 
wall, and when the woman shouted for 
help they fled, disappearing in a neigh- 
bouring wood. 

Police were summoned from Crown Hill 
and Tavistock, and a search of the 
countryside was immediately begun.

Professor O'Sullivan 
announced that he was going to follow 
the example of the other deputies, and 
proceeded to do so by discussing the 
problem of tourist traffic in his native 
county of Kerry. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin sounded a 
note of warning in his advice to the unem- 
ployed from other counties not to come 
to Dublin in the hope of finding work 
under these relief schemes. The metro- 
polis, he implied, had quite enough to do 
to cope with. its own problem of unem- 
ployment, and did not want the situation 
to be complicated further by having to 
provide for an invasion from the country 
districts. 

The Dail then proceeded to take a well. 
earned rest until next Wednesday.

FREE STATE PRISONS 
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INCREASED NUMBER OF 
PRISONERS IN 1931. 


The daily eae “ population of the 
Free State prisons during 1931 was 657, as 
against 643 in the previous year. 

This appears from the report of Mr. 


James Geoghegan, Minister for Justice, ' 


which has just been published. The 
total number of committals during the 
year was 3,896, which was lower than any 
of the previous five years. The highest in 
that period was 4,845 in 1926. Those 
sentenced to penal servitude numbered 37, 
as compared with 43 in 1930. 

Two prisonets under sixteen years of age 
were received into prison under the e <-ial 
provisions of the Children Act, they 
being certified as of so unruly a character 
that they could not, safely sent to a 
place of detention, or so depraved that 
they were unfit to be so detained. 

The conduct of the prisoners generally 
is reported as satisfactory. Two ineffectual 
attempts at escape are recorded. 

During the year Galway Prison was. 
reduced to the status of a minor prison, 
and Dundalk Prison was closed. One 
execution took place at Prag Prison. 

In the return of expenditure the average 
annual cost of maintenance in the various 
prisons is shown. The amount varies con- 
siderably.. Thus in Mountjoy (convict) 
and Dundalk (minor), taken together, the 
average cost per er is , Mary- 
borough (convict) £92, Limerick £95.

T is now certain that by-elections will 
take place in Waterford and East Cork 
before Christmas. The election cam- 
paigns will be initiated in both constitu- 
encies to-morrow, when meetings will be 
held at Lismore, Dungarvan and Water- 
ford City, and at Kilworth, in East Cork. 
Mr. Sean Lemass will speak at Lismore 
and Mr. Frank Aiken at Dungarvan. In 
the evening both will speak at a meeting 
in Waterford City. The speakers at Kil- 
worth will be Senator Comyn, K.C., and 
Mr. Martin Corry. 

The Cumann na nGaedheal Party, as 
already stated, are opposed to the holding 
of any by-elections before Christmas, but 
if, as seems likely, the Fianna Fail Party 
insist on moving the writs for the two 
southern vacancies, it is highly probable 
that there ‘will be a simultaneous motion 
for a writ for the Donegal ‘vacancy. 

It is understood that the subject of the 
by-elections was discussed at the meeting 
of the Executive Council, which was held 
at Government Buildings last night. 


GOVERNOR-GENERALSHIP. 


‘The report that an early appointment 
to the office of Governor-General will be 
made. gains credence from the fact that, 
until such appointment is made, it will 
not be possible to obtain the Royal Assent 
to any bills passed. by the Oireachtas. 
One very~ important measure is the 
Appropriation Bill, now going through 
the Senate. This bill probably will be 
completed next week, and for important 
financial reasons it is essential that it 
should become law by the 30th inst. 

There. is, of course, the fact that the 
law provides for the Chief Justice to act 
m the absence of a Governor-General, 
but.it seems that there are difficulties in 
this respect. So far there has been no 
official anouncement that the Chief Justice 
has been appointed to act in the absence 
of the ‘Governor-General. It is recalled 
that immediately after the relinquishment 
of office by Mr. James McNeill it was 
stated in an authoritative quarter that an 
early issue of the Iris Oifigiuil (Dublin 
Gazette). would contain ‘an official 
announcement of the swearing in of the 
Chief Justice to take the place of the 
Governor-General, pending the appoint. 
ment of a successor to Mr. McNeill. No 
such announcement has yet appeared. 

When asked last evening for a statement 
as to whether he was acting for the 
Goyernor-General the Chief Justice had 
'. no information to give.” 


RAILWAY DIFFICULTY. 


. An important meeting of the National 
Executive of the Trades Union Congress 
and the Administrative Council of the 
Labour Party will be held at Leinster 
House on Tuesday next to deal with the 
railway crisis, brought about as the result 
of threatened reductions in wages, the dis- 
missals of a large number of railway men 
of all grades, and the proposed transport 
legislation. Irish leaders of the National 
Union of Railwaymen, the Amalgamated 
Society of otive Engineers and Fire- 
men, afd the Railway Clerks’ Association 
will attend in a consultative capacity. 

It-is understood that at this meeting 
very strong pressure will be brought to 
bear on the Labour deputies in the Dail 
with regard to these matters. The griev- 
ances of all branches of the railway service 
are very acute; and there is a strong feel- 
ing that the Labour Party are not exercis- 
ing all their influence on the Government 
to have these remedied. An outline 
of the. proposed transport legislation 
probably will be communicated to the 
meeting. It is known that the Govern- 
ment’s plans do not meet the views of the 
railwaymen, and for that reason there is 
pretty certain to be a good deal of 
criticism,

THE TORCH OF FAITH. 


The Right Rev. Dr. Barton, Bishop of 
Kilmore, preaching from the text: ‘‘ This 
is the faith that has overcome the world;

PRESIDENT AND 
PARTY LEADERS. 


HITLER HOLDS KEY 
TO SOLUTION: 


From Revrer’s Corresponpent. 
BERLIN, Friday. 
LTHOUGH the various party leaders 


had their secret talks with Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg to-day, and each 
presumably assured him of his whole- 


hearted support of the President's efforts | 


to form a non-party ‘‘ Presidential 
Cabinet,’’ the key to the present political 
situation lies in the hands of the Nazi 
leader, Herr Adolf Hitler. 

Everywhere the question is being asked, 
“Will the Nazi leader to-morrow insist 
upon replacing Herr von Papen as 
Chancellor ?’’ 

It is understood that Hitler is anxious 
in his interview with the President to 
correct the bad impression he created in 
July last. He wishes the interview to be 
absolutely private. As a rule, Herr 
Meissner, Secretary of State, is present 
at interviews between the President and 
party leaders, and it is not yet known 
whether the President will be willing to 
waive this rule in deference to Herr 
Hitler. 

President von Hindenburg received Herr 
Hugenburg, the Nationalist leader; Dr. 
Krass, the leader of the Centre Party, 
and Herr Dingledey, the leader of the 
People’s Party. Not a word has been 
divulged-as to the negotiations, but it Is 
understood that the only stipulation Dr.

Another Presidential decree issued to- 
day extends the political armistice, which 
expires to-morrow, until January 2nd. 
During this period no procession, open-air 
meeting or indoor meeting will be al- 
lowed without special permission.

Major-General Albemarle Bertie Edward 
Cator, D.8.0., had a heart attack, while 
‘holding open a gate, fell from his horse 
‘and died, before his wife, who was also 
following the pack, could reach him. He 
was 55 years of age. 

Only six days ago he was received by 
the King at Buckingham Palace, 

Since February last he had Genera] 
Officer Commanding the London District 
in which position he succeeded Major-

a sister-in-law of the Duchess of York, at 
whose wedding she was a bridesmaid. 

As soon as Earl Bathurst, the Master 
of ‘the Hounds, learnt of the General’s 
death he abandoned the hunt, and the 
body was conveyed to the General's home 
near Kemble, Gloucestershire. 

Major-General Cator, who was a son of 


bastwick Hall, Norfolk, entered the Army 
from the Militia in 1897. While serving 
with the 1st Battalion Scots Guards in 
South Africa he took part in the advance 
to Kimberley. He was in twelve im- 

rtant actions, and was mentioned in 
ispatches. .He received the Queen’s 
Medal (six clasps) and the King’s Medal 
(two clasps). 


RAPID PROMOTION. 

He was promoted Captain in 1903 and 
Major in 1913. Two years after the out- 
break of ‘the Great War he was made a 
temporary Brigadier-General, and a year 
later was;promoted to temporary Major- 
General. 

He commanded the 2nd Battalion Scots 
Guards in France, and distinguished him- 
self at Neuve Chapelle, Loos and Hill 70. 
He was mentioned in dispatches nine 
times and awarded the Distinguished 
Service Order and the Legion d’Honneur. 

In ean he commanded the 37th 
Brigade “and directed the assault on 
Passchendaele Ridge, in which operation 
the Territorials played a prominent part. 
He was promoted Major-General in 1925, 
and from 1927 to 1931 commanded the 
Lucknow district of India. 

General Cator was twice married. His 
present wife, whom he married in 1920, 
was the widow of Mr. Arthur Atherley, of 
Shanklin, Isle of Wight.

The matter thus came before tlie 
Court. 

Mr. William Black (instructed by Mr. 
Florence O'Sullivan) appeared for the tenaut, 
and Mr. K. Dockrell, K.C., and Mr, Janes 
Cawley (instructed by Mr. Gerald F. Robin- 
son) for the landlord. 

For the tenant, it was submitted that the 
shop was only 11 feet in frontage by 16 feet 
in depth, The valuation was £55. When it 
was taken in 1926 ‘buses stopped outside the 
door, but since then the bus traffic had 
been diverted, and now started and stopped 
lower down Eden quay to the great detriment 
of the business done at No. Further, 1 
1926, there was very little competition in the 
tobacco trade, but now there were about a 
dozen tobacco shops all around him, including 
one opened by Messrs. Kapp and Peterson at 
2 Lower O'Connell street, just round the 
corner. 

Mr. Quinn gave evidence to this effect, and 
said that, although he kept the shop open 
sixteen hours a day and seven days a week 
with the help of his wife and two assistants, 
there had been a serious diminution in his 
takings, owing to the combined effect of the 
change in the “bus terminus and the increased 
competition. In. his view a fair rent now 
would be £150 to £175, with the landlord 
paying the rates. 

Mr, Dockrell reminded the witness that, in 
connection with the present application, he 
had estimated the ó ag oí his good-will at 


£10,000. 

Mr. H. Judd (of Messrs. Battersby and Co.) 
said that in letting this shop in 1926 at 
£200 the landlord, although paying the rates, 
had got a good rent. The general tendency 
of rents was downward and, in his opinion, 
a fair rent now would be £150, the tenant to 
poy the rates. 

In further evidence Mr. Judd mentioned 
that No. 9 Burgh quay (shop and cellar) was 
let at £180, No. 145 Talbot street (shop) at 
£230, and No. 5 Westmoreland street (shop) 
at £350 a year. A rough approximation was 
that rents were three times the valuation. 
These. shops were much bigger than No. 7 
Eden quay, and were situate in streets much 
better from a business point of view, 


A ** GOLD MINE.”’ 

Mr. Dockrell said that No. 7 Eden quay 
was ‘‘a regular little gold mine,” and the fact 
that the bus terminus had been changed to 
lower down had not affected trade there, as 
“os wanting to take ‘buses had to pass it. 

Hubert Corrigan (of Messrs, Corrigan 
and Sons) said that the position of No. 7 
Eden quay was ideal for a tobacconist’s sho 
-—close to the Corinthian Picture House an 
the queues lining up there for admission, and 
close to Mooney’s. The waxworks at No. 9, 
consisting of a large shop and basement, was 
let at a year, and a rent of £300 a year, 
with the landlord paying the rates, could 
easily be got for No. 

Continuing, Mr. Corrigan said that, while 
there might have been some depression in 
business, it had not affected shops and busi- 
ness premises, and the tendency was for them 
to increase in value. The vicinity of the 
‘bus traffic was a great asset to No. 7 Eden 
quay, and other shops in the same line of 
business were too far removed to make com- 
petition too keen. 

Mr. James 8. McMahon, for the tenant, 
estimated a fair present rent at £190, with 
the landlord paying the rates. In his view 
the tendency of shop values was sm éigh “s 
As for Kapp and Peterson paying £300 a 
for a frontage of seven feet and a dept a 
ten feet, with rates on a valuation of £70, 
it should be remembered that there was five 
times the traffic in O'Connell street that there ' 
was in Eden quay. He did not attach any 
value to the proximity of Mooney’s, as 
Mooney’s sold cigarettes as well as sand- 
wiches. sm 

Captain Moloney, valuer, Merrion row, for 
the landlord, estimated the fair rent of No. 7 
Eden quay at £255, plus rates, 

Judge Davitt, giving his decision, said 
that the vicinity of the ‘bus terminus, even 
though it had been changed somewhat, was 
still a great asset to No. 7 Eden-quay, and 
the new rent would be £215, with the tenant 
paying rates on the valuation of £55. Each 
party would bear their own costs, |
